A fanciful story has been told of 


the killing of General Garfield's 
hone at Chickamanga. The true 
story as related by General Gar fie Id 
ia thus told by the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial: "He said he was writing, 
sitting on the ground where there 
was a depression such that the flight 
of shot was overhead. His horse 
was held by an orderly, when a 
round cannon ball came close to the 
group, and striking another horse 
full in the breast killed him in- 
stantly. General Garfield said he 
looked up, hearing the thud, and 
saw that his horse was frantic with 
iright. He had seen the terrible 
death of the other horse and had 
abundant sense to be scared. Gar- 
field got up and stepped beside his 
horse, speaking to him kindly and 
patting him with his hand, soothing 
and reassuring the animal, which at 
once became calm and manifested 
his gratitude. The horse, Garfield 
said, as much as said to him: 'Old 
fellow, this doesn't look well to me, 
but I have confidence in yon that it 
is all right.' 
The horse was not 


hurt."

THI recent punishment of a treach- 


erous murderer at Bloomington by 
lyncb law suggests the question whether 
Bloomington is the only place where 
murderers escape punishment by the 
laxity of the laws or legal quibbles of 
tbe courts. Since the commencement 
of the present year there have been re- 
ported in tbe columns of the Tribune 
by telegraph 903 murders in tbe United 
States. This does not include cases 
where victims were seriously or fatally 
injured, tbe results of which were not 
reported, but only those where the vic- 
tims were killed outright, and, of eonrse, 
to this total must be added many cases 
not reported at all by the wires. Of 
thu total of 903 murders, more than 
one-fourth were the result of quarrels. 
During the same period there have been 
bat seventy executions in tbe United 
States. Of these, forty-nine, or consid- 
erably more than half, took place in 
the southern states, and of the forty- 
nine all but four or five were negroes, 
who were hanged in tbat section upon 
very small provocation and light evi- 
dence. The enormous disproportion 
between crime and penalty is shown by 
these figures. One murderer ia about 
fifteen, thus far in rhe year, and this 
proportion only in oases telegraphically 
reported, has met the extreme penalty 
of his crime! The figures are sufficient 
comment of themselves upon the lax 
manner in which justice is administered. 
—Chicago Tribune.

The Boor is covered with new 
cocoa matting and comfortable chairs are 
placed around the lix magazine and reading 
tables that ornament tbe centre and sides of 
tbe room.
